Altgeld'a Special Session. 


Time enough has elapsed since the 


news was received that Gov. Altgeld had 
called a special session of the legislature 
to give the matter some consideration, 
and the result is that no reason coming 
within the spirit of the constitution, 
which provides for extraordinary ses- 
sions of the legislature, can be formu- 
lated that will excuse the action of the 
governor. 


Through the political chicanery of the 


Democratic legislature, two years ago, 
to make it appear that they were con- 
ducting the state government cheaper 
than the Republicans were, they did not 
levy enough by over a million dollars to 
meet the appropriations made by the 
legislature, and yet, with full knowledge 
of that fact before him, Gov. Altgeld did j 
not reconvene the legislature to provide 
for that deficiency, while now he makes 
an apparent possible deficiency a pre 
text for calling back the legislature. 


Another reason he gives is that the 


revenue laws need revision. Th ieis 
true, but no reason exists, much less an 
"extraordinary" reason, why a special 
session is needed for that purpose. For 
the past 10 or 12 years every legislature 
has tried to revise the revenue laws but 
all such attempts have been defeated. 
But suppose such a reason existed now, 
a special session convened at this time 
canriot without a two-thirds majority, 
enact a revision of the revenue laws 
that would take effect until after the 
next legislature is elected and convenes. 
All enactments unless passed as emerg- 
ency bills, which require a two-thirds 
vote, take effect July 1st. This special 
session cannot consider and enact a 
revenue bill that 
will take 
effect 


before July 
1, 1896, which would 


bs long 
after the assessments 
for 


that year would be completed, hence it 
could not begin to operate in practice 
until the assessment of 1897, so the 
weakness of his pretext for calling a 
special session at this time for ihat pur- 
pose is very clear. 


There is then only left the convict 


labor question, and regulating sleeping 
car rates. Neither of these amount to 
an emergency. The public cares little 
about sleeping car fares. 
Few people 


care for that luxury, compared with the 
total number who travel, and as to the 
convict labor coming in competition 
with free labor, the question might be 
asked why Altgeld and his Democratic 
legislature did not settle that question, 
as they agreed to do, two years ago, in- 
stead of instituting a system of convict 
labor which is the worst competition 
free labor has ever had from that source? 
Why did he veto the bill prohibiting the 
manufacture of cigars in the peniten- 
tiary passed by the present legislature? 


The special session should go to work 


anl employ men with sledges and break 
every machine to pieces Altgeld and his 
penitentiary commissioners purchased 
and put into the penitentiaries, and put 
the inmates to work by hand manufac- 
turing articles and wares for the in- 
mates of the penitentiary and other in- 
stitutions of the state. Such a plan 
would keep every convict he fails to 
pardon out busy, and the competition 
with free labor from that source would 
be reduced to a minimum. The special 
session has been called to make political 
capital for Altgeld, and the Republican 
members of the legislature should see 
to it that he is properly spitted and 
thoroughly roasted. 


CHICAGO Evening Journal: The con-

But tbe 
Damage of the Kansas Nebr«j>kn bill

slavery, opened up the whole question. 
There were many in the Whig party 
and many in tbe Democratic party 
who revolted and who proposed to re- 
sist iu every lawful manner tbe com- 
plete surrender of the government to 
slavery.

Woe betide the forest (riant when he 


falls into the clutches of the clusia or 
fig. Its seeds, being- provided with a 
pulp which is very pleasant to the taste 
of a great number of birds, are carried 
from tree to tree and deposited on the 
branches. 
Here it germinates, the 


leafy stem rising upward and the roots 
flowing, as it were, down the trunk un- 
til they reach the soil. At first these 
aerial roots are soft and delicate, with 
apparently no more power for evil than 
so many htreams of pitch, which they 
resemble in their f.lowly flowing mo- 
tion downward. Here and thefe they 
branch, especially if an obstruction is 
met with, when the stream either 
changes its course or divides to right 
and left. 


Meanwhile leafy branches have been 


developed, 
which 
push themselves 


through the canopy above and get into 
the lip-ht, where their growth is enor- 
mously accelerated. 
As this taken 


place tlie roots have generally reached 
the ground and begun to draw susten- 
ance from below to strengthen the 
whole plant. Then conies a wonder- 
ful development. The hitherto soft, 
aerial roots begin to harden and spread 
wider and wider, throwing out side 
branches which flow into and amalga- 
mate with each other until the whole 
tree trunk is bound in a series of irreg- 
ular living hoops.

The forest giant,' like all 
exogens, must have room to increase 
in girth, and here he is bound by cords 
which are stronger than iron bands. 
Like an athlete, he tries to expand and 
burst his fetters, and if they were rigid 
he might succeed. * » * The bark 
bulges between every interlacing— 
bulges out, and even tries to overlap, 
but the monster has taken every pre- 
caution against this by making its 
bands very numerous and wide. 


As the tree becomes weaker its leaves 


begin to fall, and this gives more room 
for its foe. Soon the strangler expands 
Itself into a great bush almost as large 
as the mass of branches acd fpliage it

WHEN ICE MELTS. 


Interesting Scientific Proposition* Veri- 


fied by Experiments. 


Under the ordinary pressure of tho 


atmosphere ice always melts at the 
same temperature when the thermome- 
ter rises above 33 degrees Fahrenheit, 
>mt if the pressure is increased it no 
lonffer doe's so. This proposition was 
laid down by Prof. J. Thompson, that 
an increase of pressure, tending to pre- 
vent the formation of ice and the 
solidification of all substances which 
expand on freezing, should lower their 
melting point; and this was experi- 
mentally verified by Sir William Thom- 
son (Lord Kelvin), who found that for 
every additional ISO atmospheres of 
pressure, the melting point of ice was 
lowered by one degree. Prof. Uswar 
in his lectures last year on solids and 
liquids proved the same thing. On tho 
other hand, the 
melting point of 


sulphur or wax is raised by pressure; 
or, in other words, if pressure be ap- 
plied, these substances require'a lower 
degree of heat in order to melt them, or 
•will melt with less heat. Sea water 
freezes at 35.4 degrees Fahrenheit, 
fresh water at 83 degrees, milk at SO 
decrees, vinegar at 33 degrees, niter at 
20 degrees, blood at 23 degrees, strong 
wine at 20 degrees, oil of turpentine at 
14 degrees, brandy at 7 degrees belcm 
zero, mercury at 39 degrees below zero 
and liquid ammonia at 48 degrees be- 
low zero.—Washingron Star.

per Savoy. The secret of constructioi 
is merely an elaborate system of water 
pipes forming the framework and sup 
porting the wooden walls and floor?

Into which the convention is divided 
are each determined and each anxious 
to carry ite point. One of the parties 
consists of the conservative members 
of the republican ranks, who d« mot 
believe it would be wise for a«y 
declaration of principles 
m 
the 
shape of a platform to be made, a his 
faction deprecated any action which 
might be construed as a dictation to 
the Republican National convection 
of 1896. and declares it would be ia the 
•worst possible taste, if not a piece of 
demagoguery, to attempt to lay out a 
course for the party, whether finan- 
cial, tariff or other kind. The other 
element is warmly urging the adop- 
tion of some sort of a platform. 
Those 


composing it argue that should the 
convention go on record before the 
country as having apparently avoided 
»ny issue of Importance, bnt snore 
especially the money question, it would 
be accused of cowardice and of being 
afraid to let the people know whether 
it stood on the side of the pale or the 
orange metal. 
Meantime the leaders are puzzled 


and to-night are in a quandary. There 
is no middle course, and to adopt 
either of the ones proposed would call 
forth a certain amount of censure. It 
is believed, however, that the con- 
servatives are gaining ground, if all 
signs do not fail, as they have a way 
of doing at conventions sometimes, 
they will dominate before an adjourn- 
ment is taken. 
Of those who want a platform 


adopted all are not silver men by any 
means, but all the silver men are in 
their ranks. 
The committee on resolutions is go- 


Ing to be the place where the battle is 
fought. The committee organized this 
afternoon by electing Congressman 
John B. Robinson, of Pennsylvania, 
chairman, and Horace G. Knowles, of 
Delaware, secretary. It was a very 
ctose fight for Congressman Robinson, 
and it is a significant fact that the 
man who came near beating him for 
the chairmanship was a silver man- 
Congressman Tawney, of Minnesota. 
On the first ballot the vote was a tie, 
and on the second the Key stone states- 
man won by three votes, the ballot be- 
ing 17 to 14. 


A motion, which was inally adopted, 


to appoint a subcommittee of nine, 
who should formulate a platform to 
be submitted to the full committee, 
•was presented and debated at length. 
It was during the debate on thi« reso- 
lution that the facts already stated as 
to a division of sentiment on the plat- 
form question became apparent. 


Senator Thurston, of Nebraska, of- 


fered the following resolution, which, 
needless to say, providing as it does 
for a suppression of all sentiment of 
whatever kind on the part of the con- 
tention, created a profound sensation. 


"We approve the declaration of the 


Republican National convention that: 
The American people, by tradition 
and interest, favor bimetallism, and 
the republican party demands the use 
of both gold and silver as a standard 
money, with such restrictions and un- 
der such provisions, to be determined 
by legislation, as will secure the main- 
tenance of a parity of value of the two 
metals, so that the purchasing and 
debt-paying power 
of 
the dollar, 


whether of silver, gold or paper, shall 
be at all times equal.' 


"An we refer the matter of more 


specific declaration to the next Na- 
tional Republican convention, which 
alone has the power to bind the party, 
or make a platform or declare princi- 
ples." 
This resolution was declared out of 


order, because the motion to appoint 
a subcommittee of nine was already 
before the committee.

A struggle followed in which there 


were many blows struck and the sib- 
ting had to be suspended.

DBS MOINKS, la., June 20.—Unlike

They 
have not learned the theological and 
philosophical definition of love; but 
they live the truth which manifests an 
uiiselfibh determination to promote the 
happiness and welfare of each other. 
This is love; and faith is its corollary. 
Those Blue mountain men and women 
have known each other since their 
childhood. They have not had their 
hearts rasped and their brains racked by 
the demons of self, who dwell in cities 
and thrive in the marts of modern busi- 
ness thrift. They truly live and exem- 
plify their faith in the new command- 
ment "that ye love one another" as lit- 
tle children. 
But this was not Utopia. There is 


no perfect place on earth, and the best 
localities and best peoples only approx- 
imate 
perfection. 
Kev. Dr. Briggs 


goes so far as to say that because the 
hands of men have written the lines of 
the Bible, even the good book has 
marks of human imperfection in it. 
And so up there in the 'clear and pure 
air of the mountains, beneath the blue 
skies and twinkling stars, there are 
manifestations of evil; but it is a singu- 
lar fact that they come «from the demon 
of the still. If temperance could whol- 
ly prevail there would be a schoolhouse 
on every hilltop and no saloon in the 
valley. But, alas, the saloons are 
there, and they have the same effect 
upon the honest yeomanry of the hill 
country that the fire-water of our fore- 
fathers had upon the simple aborigines, 
who met the white men with corn and 
water, and 'Were repaid in flre and 
flame, with bullet and saber. 


On Saturday night just before mid- 


night, when all the lights in Waynes- 
boro had been put out or turned down 
low, and when the people were sleep- 
ing the sleep of innocence and dream- 
ing of their church, 8unday-*chool or 
Epworth league meetings, the peace of 
old Church street was broken by tha 
shrill cries of a woman In trouble 
mingled with the guttural profanity of 
a man in fnry. 
The solitary police- 


man of the town, whose most aggres- 
sive labos is the wearing of braas but- 
tons and a large hat, was sent for and 
soon reached the scene. 
He ascer- 


tained that a saloonkeeper had had the 
hardihood to drink some of his own 
poison and had gone home to kUl his 
stepdaughter 
Having 
ascertained 


this fact, and having received the as- 
surance of the drunkard that he would 
be quiet, this valiant solitary police- 
man, 
following the example of the, 


Tammany officers who were under ob- 
ligations to many saloonkeepers for 
free liquor, folded his arms and walked 
away without making an arrest 


So much for Utopia. Thtawaitae 


only blur to mar the scene; but it was 
enough to demonstrate the truth of th» 


that then to BOM perfect <m 


earth. The true,'the right, the per- 
fect and the good are forms of reason 
and attributes of the supernatural. In 
man they are developed In part. With 
the exception of that single episode of 
sin and sorrow the simple faith and 
goodness of the community were con- 
stantly noticeable. 
For example, it 


was here that in his humble home I 
found a man who has been building a 
flying machine for thirty years, who 
•aid: "All of my best Ideas have come 
to me upon ray bended knees." That 
Indicates the temper of the people. 
They all seem to realize that more 
things are wrought by prayer than 
this world dreams of; and that men 
may learn all things by studying the 
secrets of nature on their knees. 
The 


atmosphere of the crags and peaks and 
clefts seems charged and impregnated 
with simple faith and loyalty to the in- 
stincts of truth and virtue. 


The cedars of Lebanon which fur- 


nished the timbers of the first great 
masonic temple grew upon hills less 
prominent and less beautiful than these 
blue ridges of the eastern portion of 
the new world. 
And when the ark 


settled upon Ararat the couples of the 
animal kingdom who were to re-people 
the earth had no such wonderful abid- 
ing place; while in the visible valleys 
far below the celebrated plain of 
Esdraelon Is rivaled In fertility, and, 
like unto that historic splendor of the 
ancient world of vegetation, far-reach- 
ing beyond vision, the Cumberland val- 
ley is fair as the garden of the Ix>rd, a 
paradise excelled nowhere on earth. 
'There are no great men here, but 
many good men and women multiply 
and replenish the land with their kind. 
It is better to be good than great. Many 
a young roan in that country tolls 
for ten cents an hour, supports himself, 
and saves a portion of his earnings for 
the comfort of his old age. The steam 
cars bring civilization with its luxuries 
and its vices to the doors of these 
honest people, but they are living as 
Christians, in the world and yet not of 
the world. Tho vices of civilization 
sweep by and over them all, but only 
the demon of the still invades the 
peace and placidity of their honest 
homes. Even this insidious serpent Is 
held at bay by the women, for they 
frown upon it, and in then- temperance 
societies the young ladies say: "The 
lips that touch liquor shall never touch 
mine." 


No man of the world whose heart 


still beats responsive to the bestnesses 
of instincts of the supernatural, can 
attend a little prayer and praise meet- 
ing there without feeling that the vain
